Attorneys for the Northern Securities 


Co. were surprised by the description of 


the powers of this charter. by D. T. Wat- 
80n, special government counsel, who closed 
hjs address and ended the present hear- 
ing of the case at 12.35 o'clock Saturday. 
After granting Attorney Watson an extra 
five minutes in which to conclude his 
speech, the United States court of ap- 
peals adjourned until 0 o'clock Monday 
morning. 

The decision in the case of the govern- 
ment against the Northern Securities Co. 
is not expected for several months. 

It may be delivered here or at St. Paul. 

All of the lawyers for the defendant 
showed their astonishment when Attorney 
Watson denied emphatically their often re- 
peatec assertion that the merger had been 
made by the authority of a charter granted 
by the State of New Jersey. 

‘"The charter does not give the Northern 
Gecurities Co. the right to break the laws 
of the State of Minnesota nor the laws of 
the United States,"”" exclaimed Attorney 
Watson. “If the ingenious legal gentle- 
men wanted a charter that would give 
‘them that power they should have set it 
forth in their application for a charter,” 
hie concluded. 

The court made no announcement perti- 
Ment to the case, but simply adjournec,

By a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 21.—The crest of 
the flood has gone below Memphis, and the 
swollen Mississippi! now menaces the delta 
country. ‘ 

A crevasse south of Memphis, particular- 
ly in the low lands.of the delta, means 
greater disaster than one above this city. 

There are more cities and villages whose 
safety depends on the levees above, and the 
country threatened reaches over a greater 
territory without .relieving foothills. 

“The flood of 1993 has not been as disas- 
trous thus far as previous overfiows.”’ 
stated Capt. W. M. Rees, assistant chicf 
engineer of the government forces of the 
First and Second levee districts, to the 
Post-Dispatch staff correspondent. 

Capt. Rees is Capt. E. W. Van C. Lucas’ 
chief lieutenant and field marshal in the 
fight from Point Pleasant, Mo., to Cat Isl- 
and. 

“‘There have been only three breaks thus 
far at Holly Bush, Random Shot and Shaw- 
nee village, and the overflows from these 
crevasses only cover a comparatively sma!] 
terr‘tory, the southeastern portion of the 
St. Francis basin. 

“Few lives have been lost, and the dam- 
age to property has not been as heavy as 
in previous years. 

“In 1897 the suffering and destruction 
was such that the government sheltered 5000 
refugees in tents in Memphis, and fed them.

G. Cowdery, Deals Out 
Cheer to St. Louis 
Citizens, 


PLANS IMPROVEMENTS 
ON EXTENSIVE SCALE 


Infers Price May Drop in Communities 
Where Supplies Can Be Readily 
Acquired and Assures Public 
of Excellent Service. 


E. G. Cowdery, the new “gas man” of 
St. Louis, is planning to give the res!- 
dents of this city all the gas they may 
desire and be able to pay for, for light- 
ing, cooking and heating. 

Mr. Cowdery is here to take the man- 
agement of the Laclede Gas Co., now a 
part of the property of the North Amer- 
ican Co., a syndicate owning gas and 


electric light plants in many cities. At 
present he is planning improvements he 
is to make and getting an idea of the 
situation. 

His investigations so far have led him 
to believe that the Laclede company has 
not kept the service equal to the de- 
mand. More persons want gas than can 
get it; hence the plan for extension. 

That is the only matter on which Mr. 
Cowdery will work aggressively for the 
next few months, perhaps, the next two 
years. In the meantime a general eye- 
tem of education will be started to in- 
crease the use of gas where the mains 
are extended and where present mains 
are enlarged. 


Religious Defect 

in Service. 

Mr. Cowdery thinks 45 per cent of the 
residents of St. Louis use gas, and within 


19 years he expects to see it increased 
75 per cent. Electricity is used by a 
much smaller proportion of the residents 
of the city, and he expects the number 
to increase proportionately with the 
number of gas consumers. 

“IT find,” said Mr. Cowdery to the Post- 
Dispatch, “that many residents of this 
city have not been able to get an ample 
supply of gas for their needs. This bY . 
fect in the service will be corrected as 
rapidly as possible. Already I am re- 
ceiving letters from persons who live

Humane Society Relies More 
on Humane Education 
Than Fear of Law. 


COMPARATIVELY FEW 
CASES ARE PROSECUTED 


Annual Report of the Society Presents 
Interesting Information Con- 
cerning Its Work for the 
Helpless. 


The annual report of the Humane So- 
clety of Missourl for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children and Animals presents 
interesting facts in regard to the work 
of the society and what it has accom- 
plished in the past year. 


The society works upon the theory that 
humane education wili tend more to pre- 
vent cruelty than the fear of law. 

That this is the correct view is proven 
by the carefully kept figures of the soci- 
ety. _During the past year 1148 com- 
Plaints were made of cruelty, both to 


resulted in prosecution. Wherever wil- 
ful cruelty was apparent and admonitions 
were not of sufficient weight the law 
was resorted to. 

2 every case the society has taken up 
it has been successful, showing that it 
had the facts well in hand, and that the 
law had only been called upon to pun- 
ish the offenders when all other expedi- 
ents had failed. : 

The ambulance service for animals is 
epether feature of the society's work. 
This has come to be of recognized im- 
portance. 

The society handled 2935 cases concern- 
ing animals alone in the year, and only 
in a small number of instances was 
prosecution necessary. The number of 
cases carried to a successful culmination 
was $4. 

During the life of the society it has 
been directly responsible for the erec- 
tjon of 28 fountains in different parts of 
the city, which are of incalculable value 
to suffering animals, particularly in 
warm weather. 

Although many evils still exist, the so- 
ciety feels that its work has not been in 
vain, and looks forward to another year 
of greater achievements.

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AN EXHIBITION OF MORAL COWARDICE. 

The legislature of Missouri gave a pitiful. exhibition of moral 
cowardice when both houses passed a resolution to submit to 
the people a constitutional amendment providing that the rail- 
roads of the state shall supply free transportation to all state 
officers and members of the legislature. 

The reason for the resolution is that the temptation to acoept 
passes and the bribery involved in the giving of passes to legis- 
lators and state officers would be removed if the railroads were 
compelled by law to grant them. 

The occasion of the resolution is ah investigation which threat- 
ens to disclose the general acceptance of passes by state officers 
and legislators in direct violation of the law of the state. 

The amendment adopted is general in ite terms. It does not 
state for. what purpose the passes shall be given. Every one 
knows that the passes granted state officers and legisiators are 
rarely used for the business of the state, but are used for pleas- 
ure or personal business trips. If the proposed law limits the 
use of railroad passes to trips on state business, no one doubts 
that the demand for edditional passes tainted with bribery would 
be as great as it is now. 

Why should the railroads be required to supply unlimited free 
transportation to state officers and legislators? Is the demand 
just or reasonable? Is it any part of sound public policy? Is it 
not absurd and vicious? 

There is a law against the acceptance of railroad passes by 
state officers and legislators. It is generally and continually 
violated. Unless the proposed compulsory granting of passes 
should include passes for pleasure as well as for state business, 
passes would still be given as bribes. 

The right thing to do is to enforce the present law. The of- 
ficers who violate the law should be exposed and punished. This 
ig sound public policy and the public officers who fail to do their 
duty are unfit for office. 

When the state of Missouri begins to pass laws to ease the 
consciences and satisfy the desires of weak, corrupt and greedy 
public officers, it would better go out of the business of govy- 
ernment.

A “city,” in the eye of the 
coumtry correspondent, is the particular vil- 
lage in which he happens to reside, wheth- 
er the population be 250 or 4000. When a 
startling affair occurs im a place of 10,000 
inhabitants, the correspondent invariably 
says “‘The entire city was shocked,” but if 


jthe population is 4000 or less—particularly 


if it ts below the 800 mark—the only per- 
missible phrase is “our little city.” This 
mot only lends dignity to the item, but is a 
delicate compliment to the hamlet itself. 
To say merely “this city was shocked” is 
baid and barren.

HIE flaming red of the 
Zola's posthumous novel, “Truth,” 


with its single white stroke slashed 
down the center, is symbolic of the plan of 
this work, which strikes a slashing blow 
at what Zola evidently believed was one of 
the worst enemies of France—a state sup- 
ported religion. af 

Based upon the Dreyfus case, this story 
of nearly 600 pages is yet a worse horror 
than was that celebrated scandal. For Zola 
did not content himself with taking a polit- 


fecal crime as his central fact. He makes 
the accusation against the innocent 
Jewish schoolmaster one of = person- 
al violence—an abhorent crime such 
as none but an insane man _ would 
commit. The tragedy, like the Drey- 
fus incident, is pictured as stirring up the 
entire nation, dividing it into two hostile 
sections. 

tut instead of charging the crime and its 
accompanying plots and dark deeds to the 
army, Zola pictures the religious orders as 
guilty of every sort of underhand work, in- 
cluding the shielding of criminals. It is the 
church which he constantly arraigns in the 
most scathing tfms. Those who would 
understand the animus of the French au- 
thorities who are waging a battle of exter- 
mination against the teaching relig-ous or- 
ders should read ‘“‘Truth."" Whether or not 
they agree with Zola’s ideas, the book will 
show them how intense must be the feel- 
ing that has stirred France, and is still 
stirring it. 

Zola was a materialist—he dreaded death 
as extinction. Nowhere in his works can 
be found a glimpse of any of that light of 
the higher imagination which gives us 
dreams of parad'ses yet to be won, in other 
than earthly conditions. Like Ingersoll, 
Zola believed in “One World at a Time.” 
But, more conservative, or consistent, than 
the American agnostic, Zola never even 
suggests hope in a future state. He confines 
himself to this life, and his teaching tends 
to the excluaion of all dreams that have not 
their basie on the solid earth. The happy 
home here and now is his ideal. And he 
has the utmost contempt for the study of 
eachatology. 

To such a degree did Zola carry his ha- 
tred of the state church of France and the 
religious orders that he pictures their 
complete ruin in the end of his novel. Like 


Ww 


of it save Russia. Zola condemns religion 
in toto because of certain evils which con- 
fronted him in French eccles‘asticism. Had 
he lived long enough in America to form an 
opinion of the work and tendency of 
churches freed from politics and the state 
money bags, he might have written differ- 
ently. At times,- indeed, one suspects him 
of a sneaking kindly feeling towards relig- 
ion, as when he exclaims: 

“Ah! that Christianity, so pure at its ad- 
vent, a great cause of brotherhood and de- 
liverance, and even that Catholicism which 
had winged its flight so boldly, and proved 
itself so powerful an instrument of civili- 
zation, in what mud would both explira, if 
they must be thus allowed to aink to the 
vilest trading, to become the prey of the 
basest passions, mere things to be sought 
and sold, fhetruments for the diffusion of 
brutishness and falsehood! Worms were 
gathering in them, as in all old things, 
and soon would come rottenness, final de- 
composition, which would leave naught 
save a little dust and moddiness behind.”’ 

But it was not in Zola’s nature to at- 
tempt any revivifying of the old order. He 
was a revolutiorist in all things. Besides 
his attacks on the state chuch In ‘*Truth,” 
he attempts to show that the middie class;, 
placed in the saddle by the revolution, is 
tottering to its fall, along with the church. 
There can be no doubt that the projected 
novel, ‘“‘Justice,"’ which he did not Eve to 
write, would have dealt wholly with this 
idea. 

Not since Voltaire has France seen such 
iconoclasm as Zola injected into “Truth.” 
Those who follow the course of the news 
from Paris day by day can trace its ef- 
fects.

Butler. 


AFTER SEVEN MONTHS 
REMORSE BESTED HIM 


Came Back and Gave Himself Up in 
Spite of a Lively Fear That He 
Would Be Hanged for His 
Crime. 


One of the most conscience - stricken 
thieves ever at the Four Courts is Louis 
Simpson, a negro 22 years old, who, while 
working for President Harry Hawes of the 
Police Board, stole articles which he sold 
for money enough to take his dusky sweet- 
heart on an excursion. 

After struggling seven months with re- 
morse, Simpson wrote to his mother, who 
lives at 230 Papin street, that he was 
coming home to confess. He was arrest- 
ed Friday while standing in front of his 
mother’s home waiting for the police he 
had notified to come for him. 

Detectives who are students of psychol- 
ogy in criminals are amazed at his ac- 
tion. The sleuths say colored youths who 
steal and get away are usually able to 
overcome handily any scruples that may 
assert themselves. 

They have come to the conclusion that 
President Hawes by his policy of heaping 
coals of fire upon the offender's head has 
brought about the colored man’s repent- 
ance. 

Simpson was a butler for Hawes. He 
took a large “> of his employer’s ap- 

arel. His the of a Tuxedo suit just 

efore its owner wanted to use it is said 
to be the cause of President Hawes ap- 
pearing in a business suit at a function. 

When Hawes began to miss his sartorial 
belongings he developed a penchant for 
giving cast-off clothing to his butler. 


When He Was “Shook’”’ 

His Conscience Awoke. 

With thefts and gifts Simpson might 
have stocked a small second-hand clothing 
store. President Hawes is said to have 
shown Simpson marked favor in other ree 
spects, but desire to please his imperious 
sweetheart, who “didn’t like no cheap 
man,’’ caused Simpson's conscience to be 
kindness-proof at that time. 

When at last the negro took a revolver 
and a number of other things, knowing 
the thefts were sure to be traced to him, 
he fied from the city 

Shortly afterward came the news of his 
sweetheart's duplicity. Then Simpson had 
time to think of his friends. 

His self- reproach was keen and finally 
overcame him. “I’m coming back if they 
hang me.” he wrote to his mother, for he 
had an idea it was a capital offense to 
steal from the president of the Police 
Beard. It was worse than stealing from 
Chief of Police Kiely. 80 he gave him- 
self up. 

It ie said that President Hawes gave 
things to Simpson to make him ashamed of 
his dishonesty.
